The Germans, however, owing to their geographic 
and other trade disabilities, reduced it to ‘a science 
and pushed it to an extent never before reached. 
By its means their exporters and agents were en- 
abled practically to close certain countries of the 
world in some lines to all competitors. This not 
only applied to countries like South America but 
to European nations as well. In France they un- 
dersold American machinety manufacturers, and 
even French makers of carbolic acid were underbid 
in their own country by their German rivals. 
Britain, with no protective barriers, was flooded 
with cheap German articles, and we all remember 
its rage on Victoria's jubilee’ at discovering that 
the “buttons” it had to buy were all made in

As far back as 1905 the British colonies began 
enacting anti-dumping legislation, some of it most 
drastic, in order to protect their own manufac- 
turers. Last July we ourselyes attempted to take 
similar action, but what we did falls far short of 
the Canadian or Australian enactments, and still 
farther from what post-bellum conditions will neces- 
sitate. If, with a free field, in times of peace, Ger- 
man competition necessitated such strong protection.

The method of giving calcium chloride 


i is as follows: Caicium chloride crystais, 


four ounces. Distilled water to make one 
pint; teaspoonful after each meal. Or 
calcium chloride anhydrous, two ounces, 
Distilled water to make one pint. 
spoonful after each meal. 

While it is very much better to begin the 
use of calcium chloride several months in 
advance of the hay fever season the drug 
has some curative power when used only 
during the attack.

Drs. Solomon and Frank made a com- 
parative study of the efficiency of bacte- 
rial vaccines alone, pollen extracts alone, 
and a combjnation of vaccines and pollen 
extracts. They found that 64 per cent of 
the patients treated with pollen extracts 
had milder attacks of hay fever than was 
their habit, 70 per cent of those recetving 
bacteria] vaccines were improved as com- 
pared with previous years. All of the pa- 


were improved, but since they only treated 
four cases that way they do not think any 
conclusion can be drawn, 

The bacterial vaccines were made from 
bacteria grown from the patients them- 
selves, in other words, gutogenous vac- 
cines. The pollen extracts were made 
from pollen of ragweed. Pollen extracts 
sera made from pollen and barctertal vac- 
eines can be procured from any manufac- 
turing laboratory through local druggists. 
They can be given by family physicians. 
Autogenous vaccines must be made from 
a culture made from the patient. In most 
instances, the family physician can take 
the culture and send it to some taboratory 
where a vaccine will be made from it.

| Trainmen of Canadian ratflroads 
belong to the same four great 
unions which threaten to tie up all the 
railroads in the United States. When 
the agitation started the Canadians held 
a meeting and decided not to take part 
in it. Loyalty to their country at war 
prevented. 
Yet if there were no war Canada would 
be free from such danger as the United 
States faces. The trade disputes Investi- 
gation act stands in the way. It was 


1907. It does not prevent strikes or lock- 
outs. It does prevent sudden strikes and 
lockouts on all kinds of public utilities, 

When a strike threatens notice must 
be sent to the ministry of labor. Under 
specified rules the minister then appoints 
a board of investigation. Each side to 
the controversy may name one of its 
members. If either fails to make a choice 
the minister names a representative for 
it. Those two try to agree on a. third 
member of the board. If they cannot 
agree the minister appoints the third 
member. 


— 
In every case, be it noticed, there is a 


new board apointed. Both employer and 


board, at least, knows all the peculiar 
conditions of their contention. If thé 
same official board served in all disputes 
its members might get the reputation of 
being for or against labor. Under the 
| Canadian law there is a fresh board for 
each case. 

Oncé constituted, the board of investi- 
gation has almost all the powers of a 

It does not, however, issue de- 
crees. It merely makes recommenda- 
tions. It has no power to force their 
adoption. It may compel, however, the 
attendance of witnesses and may take 
*heir testimony under oath. 

As a rule the proceedings of these 
boards of invegtigation are informal. 
They hear the claims of both sides fully. 
The testimony is published quite gen- 
erally throughout Canada. Thus the 
public has a chance to learn the facts 
in the cast and to make up its mind to 
the merits of the controversy.

In the daily sessions of these boards 
the attempt is made to find points of 
agreement between the parties. Angry 
passions on each side have time to cool. 
It usually takes between one and two 
months for a board to meet, hear all the 
testimony, and prepare its final report. 
During tuat period there can be no lock- 
out or strike, under penalty, just as a 
penalty is provided for resorting to 
either, in the first place, without calling 
in a board of investigation.

The plan has worked excellently in 
Canada. It is notable that the employés 
have been quicker to take advantage 
of it than the employers. During the 
first six years the act was in force there 
were 132 applications for the appoint- 
ment of boards.
